No bounty paid to volunteers for en- 


listments before the commencement of 
the rebellion, April 12, 1861, nor after 
April 30, 1865, in any case; nor tor 100 
days, or three, sii or nine months' men. 


1. Decision of Supreme Court, March 


14, 1870, an Act of April 22, 1872. This 
applies only to enliittmenta for three 
yean prior to July 22, 1861, and since 
the commencement of tbo rebellion. 
All volunteers who enlisted for three 
years prior to July 22, 1861, and who 
were mustered into service for three 
yerrs before August 6, 18C1, are entitled 
to $100 bounty, if they have been hon- 
orably discharged and huve received tbe 
same for suoh service. 
Those din- 


charged for promotion by way of favor 
are not entitled to this bounty. 


2. Act of July 22, 1851, -jivei $101) 


bounty for two and three years' volun- 
teers, from April 12, 1861, to December 
34, 1863 (except veteran volunteers and 
recruits for old organizations), and also 
from April 1, ISui, to July 18, 1861, if 
they served two years or more as en- 
liittrd men, or were honorably dis- 
charged as suoh on account of wouuds 
received in line of duty before two years' 
service. 


Also, additional bounty, Act of July 


28, 1886, $101) to three years' men from 
April 14, IsGl, for sune enlistments 
and conditions as stated in "No. 2." if 
not entitled to re«eive a greater bounty 
than $100 under previous laws for all 
other enlistments; except those dis- 
charged for promotion or by way of 
favor and drafted men and uibstitntes. 


3. Act of March 3, 1862, gives $103 


bounty only to drafted men and their 
substitutes enrolled for three yeurs from 
March 3, 1SC3, to September, 5, 1861, 
if they served two years or more, or 
were discharged on account of wounds 
received in the line of duty before two 
years' service. 


4. A bounty of $300 to volunteer re- 


cruits to "old" organizations (that is, 
those that bad been coupleted avid left 
the State to which they belonged, ) for 
three years' enlistments, f'tmi October 
24, 1863, to April 1, 1864, paid in in- 
stallments, as follows: $CO in advance, 
and $40 after each 2, 6, 12, 18, 24 and 
36 monthn respectively. Also, to "new" 
organizations, from December 24. 1862, 
to April 1, 1864, $309 to volunteer re- 
cruits, same as in "No. 4." 


5. Four hundred dollars to veteran 


volunteers (that is, those enlisting for 
three years, and who had previously 
served nine consecutive months in the 
artiiy), from January 1, 1863, to Apiil 
4, 1864, payable ns follows: Advance, 
$25 (or $60 after September 28, 18ti3>, 
and $50 after each 2, 6, 12, 18, 24 and 
30 months, and the balance at the ex- 
piration ol service. Suldiers who had 
rendered 
nine 
months' consecutive 


service in the army were permitted to 
re-enlist in another organization after 
January 1, 1882, and prior to April 1, 
1864, a'ld become veterans. If they re- 
enlisted in the same regiment, they 
must have been discharged by reasou 
of wounds received in line o! duty in 
order to become veterans, but these 
were probably paid all bounty due for 
first service. 


6. Act of July 4, 1864, Volunteers en- 


listing for one, two nud three years, 
from July 18, 18B4, to April 30, 1865, 
were paid $100 for one year; S'20 for 
two years; $300 for three years, iu 
equal installments; one-third un muster 
in, one-third at expiration of one-half 
the term and tbe balance at the expir- 
ation of the term of service. And the 
First Corps United States Vettrau Vol- 
unteers (Hancock's coips), $300 in ad- 
vance in addition to thut settled in "No. 
6." 


7. Colored troops, Act of June 15, 


1864, and March 3, 1873. 
Colored men, 


enlisting as volunteers, fore April 13, 
1861, to July 18, 1864, nre entitled to 
the name bounty as white volunteers 
for the same period. 


Alsd. colored recruits from October 


17, 1863, to June 15,1861, to s\rue 
bounty as white volunteer recruits if 
"enrolled and subject to the draft at 
the time of enlistment." 


8. Acts of March 3, 1863, March 3, 


1875, and joint resolution April 12, 
1866. 
All Boldif"* discharged becanie 


of wounds received in battle or in line 
of duty are entitled to receive the same 
bounty they would have received if they 
had served their full term of enlistment.

TILDEN'S WAR RECORD. 


Mr. Tilden has not very many quali- 


fications of excellence to commend him 
to the public as a President.

A VAST PROJECT. 


(from toe Waablnitoo BepobUcaa } 


Information has been received from 


Europe, stating that B Hessian Com- 
luiasioner named Klaronky, had left 
San FranoUco, m the eraser Moscow, 
for tbe purpose of arranging a line of 
•teamen from California to the month 
of the Amoo Btver. 
' 


This visit of the Banian Commis- 


sioner tot this purpose canses the idea 
to arise, whether the project of this'lina 
of steamers doett not also menu the ex- 
tension of the Rutaiun ryatem of rail-' 
rud-4 from St. Pctersbnrg to the Pacific. 
We are l«d to this supposition from 
tbe following: 
' • 


About eight or nine months ngp, two 


publications appeared iu the Philadel- 
phia Record, making known a l>*un fur 
this purpose by Francis Vincent, of 
Wilmington, Del. One was on the 14th 
of August, the other on the 15th of Sep- 
tember. This plan waa as follows: 


A line of stouraerit was to run from 


San Francisco to the mouth of the 
Amoor Kivt-r. From there n narrow or 
ordinary gange milroad was to b« con- 
structed to the Ural Mountains, where 
the Busman system of railroad* extend- 
ing trorri St. Petersburg -eastward, have 
now, 
it is supposed, reached. This 


would make a. railroad directly through 
Russia, extending from tho Baltic Sea 
to the Pacific Quean, 'and as them is 
direct railroad 
connection extending 


from St. Petersburg to London, this 
Would make a direct and continuous 
Hue of' railroad and steamboat round 
the world. 


Mr. Viiicpnt estimated the length of 


railroad to be constructed to fill up this 
hak at about 3,500 miles. But by nar- 
row gauge (whirl) would be sufficient) 
the cost would be uiuuh less than our 
Pacific railroad. After pieicing the Al- 
tai mountains, he alleges that it would 
puss through a level country abounding 
in everything. 
Gold, silver, pialina, 


iron and more than probable, coal. It 
nun bpleudid pasturage, and immense 
htr.ls of cattle; tilso, great quantities of 
the best fur pioducing auiuialB. For- 
ests also are numerous. It would run 
to its greatest extent in the latitude of 
50 to 51 degrees (in the latitude of the 
southern part of England,) until it 
reached St. Petersburg, whuie it w.mld 
be about 61) degree*. This work, which 
lie has taken the Jibeity to name "The 
Russian Central lUilroud" would, he 
informs ns, develop the resource* of one 
of the finest countries on the globe, 
bind closer the ties, now very strong, 
between Russia and the United States, 
and build up a city on the west Pacific 
coast which might even vie with Sun 
Franuigco. 


Immediately after these publications 


appeared iu the Record, Mr. Viuocmt 
gent copies of that pupt-r to the Emperor 
of Russia and the principal Russian 
newspapers. So that it in more than 
probable this idea of running this line 
of steamers from the Ainoor to San 
Francisco is derived by the Russian 
Government from him. It is also more 
than probable that they havu tbe idea 
of carrying out the other part of his 
plan, vix: The construction of tbe rail- 
road from the Ural mountains to the 
Amoor river, and that thry will make 
known their intentions to that effect 
hereafter. 


Mr. Vincent at the sam« time pro- 


posed two other roads, which would 
also go rjnnd the world. One was to 
proceed from a point on the Pacific 
Coast in latitude 40 degrees iu the Chi- 
nese Empire to Pekm; from there 
through that empire to Lamescaud, in 
Turkestan; from there through Persia, 
skirting the foot of the Caspian Sen, to 
Constantinople, aud from there to Lou- 
don—thns carrying u Hue of rail in con- 
nection with steamboats in latitude 40 
(the latitude in which most of our great 
cities are situated) completely aronnd 
the globe. 


The other line was to proceed from 


Pekiu to Calcutta. From tin re a like 
railroad now runs across Himloostau, 
connecting the latter city with Bombay, 
and from there proceeding northward 
across Beloocbisian to Persia. Tiun 
through Persia to the River Euphrates, 
in Asiatic Turkey. Aud from thence 
by way of the Euphrates to Constanti- 
nople, and from tnence to Limdon. 
Both these routes pubs through some of 
the densely populated distnctg iu tbe 
world, through historic countries almost 
as old as time itself. He thinks there 
would be no earthly doubt as to their 
paving, as the travels of tourists alone 
woul.1 almost support theui.
